MILES A MINUTE 


Parachute 
Strapped 
to Mangled Body of 
Douglas Davis, 35, 
When Found. 


ROSCOE TURNER 
CAPTURES RACE 


Cleveland. Sept. 4 (APU—Douglas 
Davis, 35-year-old transport pilot, 
flew down “Suicide Alley” to his 
death Monday In 
the Thompson 
trophy contest, speed classic of the 
national air races. 
The A tlanta (Georgia) flier was 
hurtling through the air at a speed 
of 248 miles an hour when his racer 
crashed just after he had passed tho 
back pylon, seven miles from the 
municipal airport where 75,000 per­ 
sons watched the racing. 
Davis was leading the field when 
the accident happened. 
Roscoe C. 
Turner, of Hollywood. California, 
was the eventual winner at a speed 
of 248.129 miles an hour. 
36 Steep Hanks Required 
Eight pilots began the race, an 
open event of IOO miles over a tri­ 
angular 
eight-and-one-third-m ile 
course. This m eant thirty-six steep 
banks around the pylons at terrific 
speed, 
Davis had cut a pylon and turned 
back to circle it to escape being dis­ 
qualified. said Charles Moss, a wire­ 
less operator stationed at the pylon. 
Moss said the flier made a sharp 
turn inside the pylon, then threw his 
plane around as though to go back 
and round the pylon on the outside. 
Moss, acting in his official capacity, 
immediately notified officials th at 
Davis had “cut the pylon.” 
A mo­ 
m ent later Davis crashed. 
Parachute Still Fast 
Davis' 
parachute 
was 
still 
strapped to his m angled body when 
he was taken from the wreckage. 
His head rested on a seat cushion 
and in one hand he clutched a 
packet of air-m ail letters which had 
evidently been given him by collec­ 
tors who wanted souvenirs of th r 
Thompson' race. 
Davis had a prem onition of his 
death two days before the race, fel­ 
low pilots and friends recalled. 
“The course is too short,” he said 
then. “I’ve half a notion not to en ­ 
ter ut all. I think the course should 
be lengthened to at least ten miles 
Someone’s going to get killed.” 
The crash occurred in the rear or 
the grandstand, and spectators were 
unaware of it until inform ed by an 
announcer.
